UTM area recommended 
for environmental study

There is a proposal for the 
establishment of an 
Environmental Study Area 
KSA>, at the UTM campus.in 
the hands of an administrative 
committee The area under 
study is 40 acres on the 
western perimeter of the 
campus within the borders of 
Mt Delia Road on the east, 
Hannings Lane on the south. 
Highway 45 By pass on the 
west, and Hawks Road on the 
north 

The idea was originated by a 

student, during a tour of the 


area by a natural resources 
class last fall The idea 
blossomed to include the 
thoughts of both students and 
faculty of agriculture and 
biological sciences In 
December of 1977 a formal 
proposal was presented to 
Chancellor McGehee. Provost 
and Vice-chancellor Tren 
tham. and other members of 
the CTM administration <>n 
December 15. 1977. after- 
studying the proposal. 
Chancellor McGehee issued a 
directive establishing a 
committee to. “survey traffic- 
patterns. prior commitments,

Last Monday night, the 
University of Tennessee at 
Martin, in cooperation with 
the Gibson County Klee trie 
Membership Corporation, 
presented a program entitled 
On the Road to Knergy 
Independence The Breeder 
Reactor." which featured 
James C Anderson of the Oak 
Ridge Associated Univer¬ 
sities 

Although the central theme 
of the program concerned 
itself with the Clinch River 
Breeder Reactor Project 
iCRBRPc Anderson also 
dealt with the feasibility of 
utilizing many different 
energy sources b\ the year 
2000 A I) 

■ Right now. we get ap 
proximatelv 75 percent of our 
energy from fossil fuels such 
as oil and natural gas, 
Anderson stated "In the 
tut are, however, only about 
three percent of our electrical 
energy will come from liquid 
fossil fuels Clearly, an 
alternative energy source will 
have to be developed within 
the near future 

Anderson then went on to 
explore the various energy 
options available to the United 
States within the next 22 
years 

"By the year 2000. we can 
expect to derive only about 
three to five percent of our 
energy from hydroelectric 
sources. Anderson con 
tinued We can expect to 
derive less than one percent 
from lN>th geothermal and 
oceanic sources, and solar 
technology has not yet ad 


vanced to the fxnnt «»l lieing 
able to depend upon the sun 
for any significant amount of 
usable energy 

The tact that nuclear 
fusion is not expected to 
become feasible until 
sometime around the year 
2032 A D rules it out as an 
immediate answer to our 
energy problem." Anderson 
said This leaves only coal 
powered steam plants and 
nuclear fission as possible 
energy alternatives 

Following this line ot 
reasoning. An d erson 
proceeded to compare and 
contrast the two energy 
alternatives with the use of 
several visual aids such as 
diagrams and a slide 
presentation 

A eoa! powered generating 
plant requires approximately 
200 acrc> on w Inch to carry out 
its entire operation In ad 
dition to this ovei a year s 
time, th«• emissions from a 
coal-burnmg plant amount to 
Mime tons, Anderson 

stated lii contrast to these 
figures the planned breeder 
reaetoi facility at Clinch 
River will require only one 
twentieth of an acre actual 
operating space and have no 
emission* 

Basing his conclusion mi the 
preceeding statements a* 
well as those which are to 
follow Anderson Mated that 
nuclcai lission is the only 
practical solution t" man - 
long term energy needs 

■"Properly used, coal could 
meet our energy needs hu the 
next 75 or Ho years Anderson 
stated 1 ramum fuel* and 
those fuels which cai lx 
derived trom uranium, on the 
other hand could supply u* 


with a sufficient amount of 
energy for the next 300 to 400 
years, depending upon how 
well we practice efficient 
conservation " 

Anderson then explained 
how uranium fuels are utilized 
in today's conventional 
reactors, and why nuclear 
fission cannot continue in 
definitely without the 
development of breeder 
reactors and reporeessing 
plants 

"Uranium in its natural 
state consists of 99 3 percent 
Cranium 238 and 7 percent 
Cranium 235 Since only 
Cranium 235 is suitable as a 
nuclear fuel, the world's 
supply of available Cranium 
235 will be committed by 
198H. Anderson commented 

However, through the use of 
the breeder reactor. Cranium 
238 can bo converted into 
Plutonium, a very efficient 
nuclear fuel Through the use 
of the same basic process, 
thorium can be converted into 
Cranium 233. an equally ef¬ 
ficient nuclear fuel 

The nuclear fuels derived 
from breeder reactors could 
then lx* used to fuel the con¬ 
ventional nuclear reactors 
located at various places in 
the United States." Anderson 
continued The good thing 
about the breeder reactor is 
that for every ten atoms of 
fuel expended, twelve atoms 
of new fuel are generated 
1'hi.* means a practically 
taidless supply of fissionable 
material will lx- available for 
l lit ure use 

\ttei completing a 
discussion of the tun 
damentals of conventional and 
breeder reactors. Anderson 
then turned the focus of the 


program onto the < hneh River 
Breeder Reactor Project 
First to lx* discussed were the 
mechanical aspects of the 
project 

"The Clinch River Breeder 
Reactor, when and if com 
pleted. will use liquid sodium 
as a coolant, as opposed to 
distilled water, which is used 
in all of the conventional 
reactors. Anderson stated 
Liquid sodium doesn't 
vaporize until the tern 
perature reaches ap 
proximatelv 1600 degrees 
Farenheit Since the reactor 
core will only reach about 1000 
degrees, there will lx* no 
pressure on the walls of the 
core container like would be 
the case m a water-cooled 
reactor 

Anderson then went into a 
discussion of the other aspects 
of the Clinch River Breeder 
Reactor Project, such as the 
financial estimates involved 
in planning the construction ot 
the reactor 

When the CRBRP was first 
conceived the cost of building 
the facility was estimated to 
lx- in the neighborhood of one 
half billion dollars. 
Anderson com merited 
However, revised estimates 
now reach as high as 2 2 billion 
dollars 

The reason for such a high 
cost i* due to the fact that eac h 
section of the* Breeder Reactor 
facility must lx* engineered in 
,i completely new manner We 
can’t use any standard parts, 
since the breeder reactor is a 
new type of facility 
altogether. Anderson con 
tinued Another factor which 
contributes to the high cost of 
building the first commercial 
breeder reactor is inflation, as 
it is with so many projects 


today 

As for the risks involved 
with nuclear reactors, lx>th 
conventional and breeder. 
Anderson stated that the 
chances of being seriously 
harmed by a nuclear reactor 
are extremely remote 
"The odds of Ixnng killed in 
a nuclear accident are about 
one in 300 million Anderson 
stated ‘That represents 
about the same odds as being 
struct by a meteorite So far 
in the nuclear industry , then- 
have l>een no deaths directly- 
associated with a chain 
reaction, so I'd say that we 
have a pretty good record 
Anderson concluded the 
program by stating that if the* 
Clinch River Breeder Reactor 
Project was given the go 
ahead right now. it could be 
completed by the year 1986 
Once completed. the 
Clinch River Breeder Reactor 
will he the worlds most 
modern power plant. 
Anderson commented. 'And 
the United States will have 
every right to lx* proud of this 
great accomplishment

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Will breeder reactor cause 
concern for environment? 





Before opinions are completely formulated 
on the advantages of the breeder reactor as 
presented on May 1 by the Breeder Reactor 
Corporation and others, opportunity should be 
given for the presentation of the en 
vironmentalists information concerning any 
environmental consequences of installing a 
breeder reactor at te Clinch River site 

There has been a large amount of effort put 
behind the promotion of the Clinch River 
Breeder Reactor project, including the free 
presentation staged at UTM this past Mon 
day Such organizations as the Gibson County 
Electric Membership Corporation and the 
Oak Ridge Associated Universities have 
cooperated in bringing "On the Road to 
Energy Independence The Breeder 
Reactor" to the public 

Does the installation of a breeder reactor in 
the Tennessee area pose any environmental 
threat to the proposed site 9 In the past, ad 
vances in science and technology have often 
times carried with them a measure of hazard. 


in some form, to the environment One might 
recall the former controversy over 
the building of the SST. for instance The SST 
guaranteed a reduction in the amount of flight 
time to anywhere in the uorld The en 
vironmental lobby however pointed out the 
possible threat to the ozone layer uhich 
protects the earth from hazardous radiation 
The breeder reactor may or may not have 
similar serious consequences The only way 
to find out is to listen to an environmentalist 
speak on the subject of breeder reactors 
If the construction of the Clinch River 
Breeder Reactor is of any major importance 
to the public, which is must be. considering 
the work put into promoting the reactor by the 
various pro reactor organizations, then it I 
would be illogical to expect the public to make 
a well-rounded opinion of the entire program 
after hearing only one side of the issue 
If there is no harm in the Clinch River 
Breeder Reactor, fine, if there is, however, 
an enviommental drawback, it is the right of 
everyone to become aware of it

Two motion pictures were also 
released by the Beatles during 
this period, A Hard Day’s 
Night and Help! All were very 
successful on the commercial 
market and the critics seemed 
to agree with the rest of the 
world: the Beatles were No. 1. 

The second category Beatles 
music can be divided into is 
what I refer to as the tran¬ 
sitional phase This period in 
the Beatle’s career began 
shortly before the Beatles 
stopped touring and began 
devoting most of their energy 
toward studio ac¬ 
complishments Six albums 
were released in the United 
States during this period, 
which lasted from late 1966 
through 1968 The first is 
Rubber Soul, the original 
definitive concept album, and 
the last is Yellow Submarine, 
the soundtrack of the Beatles' 
full-length animated feature. 
It was also during this phase 
that the Beatles produced 
what many, including myself, 
consider to be their best 
musical effort, Sgt. Pepper's 
Lonely Hearts Club Band. The 
critics acclaimed the album to 
be a breakthrough in serious 
music, while the public bought 
over a million and a half 
copies within two weeks after 
its release 

The third and final step in 
the evolution of Beatles music 
begins with the release of the 

infamous White Album late in 
1968 and proceeds through Let 
It Be, the soundtrack album 
destined to become the 
Beatles' last original musical 
release in 1970 During this 
period, the Beatles returned to 
a more simplistic sound, 
characteristic of some of the

Unfortunately for the rest of 
the world, what they wanted to 
do was pursue separate 
careers, leading to the decline 
and ultimate disbanding of the 
Beatles as a united musical 
force. Four very distinct 
personalities are evident on 
their Abbey Road album, the 
last album the Beatles 
recorded together as a group. 

Although it's been well over 
eight years now since the 
Beatles ceased to perform 
toegther, their influence is 
still very much present on the 
contemporary music scene, as 
is most of their music. Their 
combination of classicism and 
simplicity will remain as a 
monument to the creative 
mind when given practically 
unlimited resources. The 
Beatles will be with us 
forever, for it is a safe bet that 
no group of musicians willever 
replace them as the single 
most important factor in the 
promotion of music as a 
reflection of the realistic 
nature contained within us all. 
While there will always be 
groups composed of singers 
and band members, the 
Beatles were artists and true 
musicians. The whole Beatles 
phenomena can be attributed 
to that fact alone 

So whether you think the 
Beatles were all that 
significant or not is really a 
matter of little consequence. 

If you like any kind of con¬ 
temporary music, you’re 
indebted to them regardless.

Jacqueline Besset does a 
nice job in her role, though she 
has done better. She portrays 
a practical woman who is 
intelligent enough to know 
enough to be scared. 

Nick Nolte, however, plays 
a character too dumb to be 
scared. He’s Intended to be a 
romantic who must constantly 
prove himself, no matter how 
rash he has to act.
